The “Salvation” Lassie 
the Irish Movement 
of 


F or som e tim e past Maud Gonne has 
been prom inent in Irish affairs not as 
a lecturer but rather as a shouter and 
A railer against England. 
The daugh­ 
ter of an E nglish army officer, a great 
m an y friends of Ireland look on her 
WJth suspicion. 
They tninn sn 
la 
to be trusted as the leader 
of 
any 
m ovem ent in w hich secrecy or even a 
fixed policy is essential. 
Sh* ba* 
turned a boisterous leadership in w hich 
ber follow ing in the 
Irish 
m ovem ent 
m ig h t be likened to the Salvation Army 
am ong the churches. 
A 
good 
m any 
w riters surround her w ith a glam or of 
rom ance and give her the title of the 
Irish Joan of Arc. 
A title w hich as 
applied to her 
is 
w holly undeserved 
$n»e follow ing article is from the pen 
Of one of her m ost ardent admirers: 
Should beautiful Maud Gonne, 
"the 
Irish Joan o f Arc," carry out her in ­ 
tention as declared in a recent u tter­ 
ance and com e to this country to reside 
•h e w ill find 
m any friends 
and 
a c ­ 
quaintances whom she m et in form er 
visits. 
She w as here on lecture tours 
In 1897, in 1900 and in 1901, w hen she 
captivated all susceptible hearts by her 
beau ty and her eloquence. 
A s the daughter of an E nglish arm y 
officer who (w hatever m ay have been 
h is convictions as to the justice of 
the Irish cause) fought B ritish battles 
In foreign lands, sh e has a deep rooted 
love for her birthplace in the pictur­ 
esque country near the gap of Dunloe. 
H er father w as an Irish colonel, and 
hts daughter, after attending school In 
England, w as Introduced into the select 
circle at the “castle,’’ where she be­ 
cam e a recognized and reigning beauty 
of th e vice regal 
court. 
Her 
m other 
h avin g died when she w as a baby and 
her bather dying at about the tim e she 
attained her m ajority, leaving her a 
sn u g fortune and a fine 
estate, 
M iss 
Gonne w as al w ays a free rover about 
the lovely country adjacent to Gonne 
house and becam e well acquainted w ith 
the peasantry as w ell as w ith the land­ 
ed proprietors. 
A t school she had received little in ­ 
struction In the history of her native 
land and knew scarcely anyth ing of 
w hat w as going on about her until on 
one occasion when she w as the guest of 
a large landow ner she heard vaguely 
th at there had been 
som e 
evictions, 
though she scarcely realized w hat it all 
m eant. 
“There w as a large and bril­ 
liant dinner party,” she says, “and I 
sat near m y host, who suddenly raised 
his voice and. addressing him self to the 
table generally, said: 'W hat fools these 
tenants are! T hey think they can fight 
me! 
Such a man (nam ing one) refu s­ 
ed to pay h is rent; said he couldn’t. 
I 
warned him of 
w hat 
would 
happen 
when I evicted him and destroyed his 
cabin. Tonight as I was riding home I 
passed w here he and his fam ily are 
living in a ditch. 
H is w ife Is dying, 
and I don’t think she 
will 
live 
till 
m orning, an(l all she has to shelter her 
are 
a 
few 
branches. 
Serves 
them 
right.’ ” 
T his w as the sad Incident that first 
m ade M iss Gonne reflect upon her peo­ 
ple’s w rongs, and w hen she w as yet a 


girl she had th e Irish cause bro u g h t 
hom e w ith terrib le force by w itnessing 
a funeral of a n evicted te n a n t w ho had 
died from exposure while living w ith 
his fam ily un der, a n u p tu rned b oat a f ­ 
te r his cabin h ad been destroyed. The 
scene m ade h e r ill for weeks, an d when 
she recovered she vowed th a t she would 
devote h er life an d her fo rtun e to th e 
cause of 
d ow ntrodden Ireland. 
A fter 
com ing i n t o 'possession of her fortu ne 
she traveled in Europe, an d when she 
retu rn ed to h e r hom e she m ight have 
had society a t h er feet, fo r h er wit and 
beauty, h e r perfect poise and 
polish, 
h er exquisite ta s te in dress, all com ­ 
bined to m a rk her as a m ost cultured 
w oman. 
E v en h er enemies, th e B ritish, she 
professes to h a te 
so 
heartily, cannot 
but speak well 
of 
M iss Gonne. 
“The 
lion can afford to smile w ithout sh ow ­ 
ing his teeth a t one of th e loveliest of 
his dau g h ters," sa y s one of them , “for 
he is captivated b y her c h arm s.” 
Gonne, as all th e world knows, is a 
good old Irish nam e, and Miss Gonne 
num bers a m o n g h e r forefathers m any 
distinguished soldiers. 
P e rh ap s it Is 
this fighting in stin ct in h er blood that 
m akes h er so determ ined an enem y of 
th e Saxon, who can only reply, "Live 
In me heart, darling, and pay no rent." 
In tru th , th e re a re m any Saxons who 
would like to gain h e r consent to live 
in th eir h earts, blit she will have none 
of them , and now. at thirty -six, she is 
still h eart whole an d fancy free. 
The chief accusation against Miss Gonne 
in England is th at she railed against, their 
late queen when alive and has gone over 
to the enemies^ the French, 
it ai as only 
two years ago, in fact, that a Dublin pa­ 
per was suppressed because it contained 
an article from Miss Donne’* p£n' entitled 
"The Famine Queen." In which were viv­ 
idly depicted the terrible sufferings that 
occurred during Victoria's sixty years on 
the throne and who yet “dared to ask 
Ireland for soldiers to protect the exter­ 
minators of their race.’’ 
As is known to all her friends, 
Miss 
Gonne not only abandoned the Dublin 
social circle in which she moved as queen, 
placing her brains, beauty and fortune 
at the service of Ireland, but she warmly 
espoused the cause of the Boers. 
In the 
South African struggle she seems to see 
an opportunity tor Ireland to redress her 
wrongs and It is expected that her lec­ 
tures in this country will be devoted to 
the double purpose of aiding the Boers 
and avenging the sufferings of her coun­ 
trymen. 
Of late years she has intrenched her­ 
self in France, where she has published 
a paper d'lrelande Libre, and whence she 
has launched such pointed shafts a t John 
Bull that it is rumored th at her ospul- 
aion has been 
determined 
upon. 
In 
France, however she is called "The Irish 
Jeanne d'Are." and the French people 
have gone wild over this modern Maid 
of Orleans, who has dared, like her great 
prototype, to oppose herself almost single 
handed, to the combined forces of Great 
Britain. 
Miss Gonne made a deep im­ 
pression upon the French more than ten 
ears ago, and that it was a lusting one 
* shown by her continued popularity. 
Much has been said of her beauty and 
eloquence, but perhaps nothing 
better 


than the tribute paid her bv a French 
Journal, La Petite Gironde 
"A brow crowned by a halo of golden 
hair, large eyes which are now fin d by 
indignation, now bathed in tears of pity 
a graceful, slender and 
supple 
figure, 
the gestures large and noble, the whole 
appearance stamped with a character of 
supreme elegance-such is 
Miss 
Maud 
Gonne. 
She has made it her mission to 
gain 
the attention 
of 
France, 
and 
through France of Europe, for her ta lo 
of Ireland’s sufferings and wrongs. 
Her 
patriotic efforts have been crowned with 
success, attended by large subscriptions 
to a fund for the relief of Irish distress.

following Is the chief part of the text 
of the new law, hearing un the rights of 
foreigners la Venesula, Just submitted 
to congress by President Castro; 
The Congress of the United 
States of 
Venezuela decree: 
The following law, which defines the 
duties ana rights of foreigners who may 
be found without the territory of Venez­ 
uela : 
Article I.—Foreigners within the terri­ 
tory of V en ezu ela shall enjoy the same 
civil rights us Venezuelans, as determ in­ 
ed by the constitution of the republic. 
Ai tid e 2.—Foreigners within the terri­ 
tory shall be considered either as domi­ 
ciled or uh intl amdt J 
Article 6. — Domiciled fo rtifie r* shall be 
subject to the same obligations, as re ­ 
gards both their persons arid property 
as Venezuelans; but are not subject to 
military service nor to the payment of 
forced and extraordinary war contribu­ 
tions. 
Article 6.— Foreigners,

thing relating thereto. 
A rticle 8- Foreigners who violate a n y 
of the provisions of article 8 shall lose 
their condition of foreigners, a n d shall 
ipse facto, be subject to the response 
bullies, b urd en s and obligations which 
an y political contingency m ay a tta c h 
to national*. 
Article 9-—F o reign ers in tra n s it who 
violate a n y of the prescriptions of A r ­ 
ticle 8 shall be im m ediately expelled 
from the territo ry of the republic.

In personal appearance Gener­ 
al Miles Is the Ideal soldier, being erect 
and broad chested, deep lunged and well 
proportioned, attracting attention where- 
ever he appears. 
He carries his three­ 
score years und two with the jauntiness 
pf youth, is keen of perception, abso­ 
lutely self poised and has a very good 
opinion of the lieutenant general 
com­ 
manding the army. 
Since the Indians wore beaten 
there 
have been few occasions 
for 
General 
Miles to rhine as commander In chief In 
active w arfare, the opportunity In Cuba 
during the Bpanlsh-Ameriran w ar having 
escaped him. 
But he. engineered 
the 
brief campaign in Porto Rico, where lie 
won an almost bloodless victory. 
That 
was leas than four years ago. and the 
events In which he has shared since then 
are no fresh In the public mind as scarcely 
to demand 
mention. 
With 
his head­ 
quarters at the national capital since he 
attained 
to the highest military com­ 
mand. General Miles has become a con­ 
spicuous figure In Washington society, 
and his hospitable home. presided over 
by Mrs. Miles, a niece of the late Senator 
Sherman, is a center of attraction. Aside 
from the many honors garnered on the 
field, General Miles has been the recipi­ 
ent of others, having been sent to ob­ 
serve the Turko-Greelan w ar and to re­ 
present tho United States at the late 
Queen Voctorla’s Jubilee.

She w as h ere on lecture tours 
in 1897, in 1900 an d in 1901, w hen she 
captivated all susceptible h earts by her 
b e a u ty and h e r eloquence. 
As the d a u g h te r of an E nglish arm y 
officer who (w h a te v e r m ay have been 
his convictions a s to th e ju stice of 
th e Irish cause) fo u g h t B ritish battles 
In foreign lands, sh e h as a deep rooted 
love for h er b irthp lace in the p ic tu r­ 
esque co un try n e a r the g ap of Dunloe. 
H e r fath er w as an Irish colonel, and 
hts d aughter, a fte r a tte n d in g school In 
E ngland, w as Introduced into the select 
circle at th e “castle,” w here she be­ 
cam e a recognized and reig nin g beauty 
of th e vice regal 
court. 
H er 
m oth er 
h a v in g died when she w as a baby and 
h e r fa th e r d ying a t abo ut the tim e she 
atta in e d her m ajo rity, leaving her a 
sn u g fortune and a fine 
estate, 
Miss 
G onne was alw ays a free rover about 
th e lovely; co u n try ad ja c en t to Gonne 
honse andibecam e well acq uain ted with 
th e p ea sa n try as well as w ith the la n d ­ 
ed proprietors. 
At school she h ad received little in ­ 
stru ctio n in th e h isto ry o f her nativ e 
land and knew scarcely a n y th in g of 
■what was going on ab ou t h er until on 
one occasion when she w as the g uest of 
a large landow ner she h eard vaguely 
th a t there had been 
som e 
evictions, 
th o ug h she scarcely realized w hat it all 
m eant. 
“T here w as a large and bril­ 
liant dinner p arty ,” she says, “and I 
sa t n e a r m y host, w ho suddenly raised 
his voice and, a dd ressing him self to the 
table generally, said: ‘W h a t fools these 
te n a n ts are! T h ey th in k th ey can fight 
me! 
Such a m an (n am in g one) re fu s­ 
ed to pay his rent: said he couldn’t. 
I 
w arn ed him of 
w h a t 
would 
happen 
w hen I evicted him and destroyed his 
cabin. Tonight as I was riding home I 
passed w here he a nd his fam ily are 
living in a ditch. 
H is wife Is dying, 
and I don’t think she 
will 
live 
till 
m orning, and all sh e has to shelter her 
a r e 
a 
few 
branches. 
Serves 
them 
rig h t.’ ” 
This was th e sad incident th a i first 
m ade Miss G onne reflect upon her P e o ­ 
ple’s wrongs, and w h en she was yet a 


retu rn ed to h e r hom e she m ight have 
had society at her feet, for her wit and 
beauty, her perfect poise and 
polish, 
her exquisite ta ste in dress, all co m ­ 
bined to m ark her as a m ost cultured 
wom an. 
E v en her enemies, the British, she 
professes to h ate 
so 
heartily, cannot 
but sp eak well 
of 
Miss Gonne. 
"The 
lion can afford to smile w ithout sh o w ­ 
ing his teeth a t one of the loveliest of 
his d a u g h te rs,” says one of them, “for 
he is c ap tiv a ted by h er charm s 
Gonne. as all the world knows, is a 
good old Irish nam e, and Miss Gonne 
n u m b ers am o n g h er forefath ers m any 
distinguished soldiers. 
P erh a p s it 
is 
this fighting instinct in h er blood that 
m akes her so determ ined an enem y of 
th e Saxon, who can only reply, “Live 
In me heart, darling, and pay no rent. 
In tru th , there are m any Saxons who 
would like to gain her consent to live 
In th eir hearts, but she will have none 
of them , and now, at th irty-six, she is 
still h eart whole and fancy free. 
The chief accusation against Miss Gonne 
In England is that she railed against their 
late queen when alive and has gone over 
to the enemies, the French. 
It was only 
two years ago, in fact, that a Dublin pa­ 
per was suppressed because it contained 
an article from Miss Gonne’s pen entitled 
“The Famine Queen.’’ in which were viv­ 
idly depicted the terrible sufferings that 
occurred during Victoria's sixty years on 
the throne and who yet “dared to ask 
Ireland for soldier* to protect the exter­ 
minators of their race." 
As is known to ai! her friends. 
Miss 
Gonne not only abandoned the Dublin 
soclul circle in which she moved as queen, 
placing her brains, beauty and fortune 
at the service of Ireland, but she warmly 
espoused the cause of the Boers. 
In the 
South African struggle she seems to see 
an opportunity for Ireland to redress her 
wrongs and it is expected that her lec­ 
tures in this country will be devoted to 
the double purpose of aiding the Boers 
and avenging the sufferings of her coun­ 
trymen. 
Of late years she has intrenched her­ 
self in France, where she has published 
a paper d'lrelande Libre, and whence she 
has launched such pointed shafts a t John 
Bull that It Is rumored th at her egpul- 
sion has been 
determined 
upon. 
In 
France, however she Is called “The Irish 
Jeanne d ’Arc.” and the French people 
have gone wild over this modern Maid 
of Orleans, who has dared, like her great 
prototype, to oppose herself almost alugle 
handed, to Ole combined forces of Great 
Britain. 
Miss Gonne made a deep im­ 
pression upon the French more than ten 
years ago, and that it was a lasting one 
is shown by her continued popularity. 
Much has been said of her beauty and 
eloquence, but perhaps nothing 
better 


than the tribute paid her bv a French 
journal, La Petite Gironde: 
“A brow crowned by a hale* of golden 
hair, large eyes which are now tired b> 
indignation, now bathed in tears of pity, 
a graceful, slender and 
supple 
I by or* 
tho gestures large and noble, the whole 
appearance stamped with :t characin!' bt 
supreme elegance- such is 
Miss 
Maud 
Gonne. 
She lias made It her mission to 
gain 
tin' attention 
of 
France. 
and 
through France of Europe, for her tale 
of Ireland's sufferings and wrongs. 
lier 
patriotic efforts have been crowned with 
success, attended by large subscriptions 
to a fund for the relief of Irish distress. 
Men of the highest rank in literature and 
politics—-authors, deputies and ministers 
—have appeared on her platforms, and 
everywhere she has been received with 
un pounded enthusiasm. 
‘•Speaking the purest French in a voice 
which commands every note of passion 
and of tenderness, Miss Gonne possesses 
true oratorical instinct; 
she knows ut 
once how to inform and how to persuade. 
Each great epoch of Ireland's history is 
summarized in u few clear cut sentences. 
which sometimes glow with passion as 
she recounts the more tragic episodes 
of that unhappy story.”

The clim ax that came with Judge 
Bishop's order that the deputy sheriff 
take Ross Into custody was 
precipi­ 
tated by a very sharp cross-exam ina­ 
tion by Moorefield 
Storey, 
counsel 
for Mr. Bennett. 
Mr. Ross during the latter part of 
the forenoon session, had testified that 
after leaving the employ of Frederic 
D. Atteaux early in 1861, he had told 
Mr. Bennett, that he being a practical 
man, might write some very interest­ 
ing articles concerning the dye stuff 
trade for the American Cotton and 
Wool Reporter. 
Mr. 
Ross 
testified 
that Mr. Bennett agreed to pay 
for 
them, and the articles were submitted 
and printed during 
February 
and 
March, 1892. 
During the examination 
by 
Mr. 
Bartlett. Mr. Ross could not recall any 
conversations with Mr. Bennett con­ 
cerning the articles In which a refer­ 
ence was made to Mr. Atteaux., other 
than in a general way as being en ­ 
gaged in the trade. 
Mr. Ross vvas 
excused 
for a1 time 
while the counsel for the defense read 
the articles which he

They alleged, under such headings as 
"Bribery of 
Dyers,” that
